Disastrous 7-State Storm Kills 45 


Swath of carnage hits 
N.C. the hardest, spins 
off 62 deadly tornadoes 


Raleigh, N.C. 

Rescue crews searched for survivors 
in wind-blasted landscapes Sunday in 
North Carolina, the state hardest-hit 
by a storm system that spawned doz- 
ens of tornadoes from Oklahoma to 
Virginia and left dozens dead. 

The spring storm, North Carolina’s 
deadliest in two decades, spun off 62 
tornadoes in that state alone Saturday 
night. Eleven people were confirmed 
dead in rural Bertie County, county 
manager Zee Lamb said. 

Another four were confirmed dead 
in Bladen County, bringing the state’s 
death toll to at least 21. Deaths report- 
ed by officials in five other states 
brought the U.S. toll to 45. 

In the capital city of Raleigh, 
three family members died in a 
mobile home park, said Wake Coun- 
ty spokeswoman Sarah Williamson- 
Baker. At that trailer park, residents 
lined up outside Sunday and asked 
police guarding the area when they 
might get back in. 

Peggy Mosley, 54, who has lived 
in the park for 25 years, said she was 
prepared when the storm bore down 
on the trailer park. She gathered 
small pillows and hunkered down 
in her small bathroom. “I ... just sat

Destruction’s Wake 

The devastating storm system claimed its first lives Thursday night in 
Oklahoma, then roared through Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama and Geor- 
gia. Authorities have said seven died in Arkansas; seven in Alabama; two 
in Oklahoma; and one in Mississippi. In Virginia, local emergency officials 
reported seven storm-related deaths, said Virginia Department of Emer- 
gency Management spokesman Bob Spieldenner. (ap) 


History Repeats 

Gov. Beverly Perdue declared a 

state of emergency in North Carolina and 
said the 62 tornadoes reported were the 
most since March 1984, when a storm 
system spawned 22 twisters in the Caro- 
lines that killed 57 people — 42 in North 
Carolina— and injured hundreds. Forthe 
2011 storm, the far-flung damage made 
it difficult to confirm the total number of 
deaths in North Carolina. The emergency 
management agency said ithad reports 
of 22 fatalities, and the National Weather 
Service said 23 died. (AP)

Experts: Moms who 
kill their children not 
as rare as we think 

New York 

“How could she?” 

It’s the headline du jour whenever 
a horrific case emerges of a mother 
killing her kids, as Lashanda Arm- 
strong did when she piled her chil- 
dren into her minivan and drove into 
the Hudson River last week. 

Our shock at such stories is, of 
course, understandable, but moth- 
ers kill their children in this coun- 
try much more often than most peo- 
ple would realize by simply reading 
the headlines; by conservative esti- 
mates, it happens every few days, 
at least 100 times a year. 

Experts say more mothers than 
fathers kill their children under 5 
years of age. And some say our reluc- 
tance as a society to believe moth- 
ers would be capable of killing their 
offspring is hindering our ability to 
recognize warning signs, intervene 
and prevent more tragedies. 

How common is filicide, or kill- 
ing one’s child, among mothers? 


Finding accurate records is near- 
ly impossible, experts say. Also, 
many cases doubtless go unre- 
ported or undetected, such as 
very young mothers who kill their 
newborns after hiding the entire 
pregnancy. 

Several databases track such 
killings but do not separate moth- 


ers from fathers or stepfathers. 
At the Department of Health and 
Human Services, the National 
Child Abuse and Neglect Data Sys- 
tem reported an estimated 1,740 
child fatalities — meaning when 
a child dies from an injury caused 
by abuse or neglect — in 2008.

Tax Code Overhaul 

The sheer volume of tax credits, 
deductions and exemptions has

Treasury secretary

Treasury Secretary Timothy Gei- 
thner says Republican leaders have 
privately assured the Obama admin- 
istration that Congress will raise the 
government’s borrowing limit in 
time to prevent an unprecedented 
default on the nation’s debt. 

But a top Republican quickly 
pushed back Sunday and said there 
was no guarantee the GOP would

Budget’s Blueprint 

Rep. Paul Ryan 
wrote the 2012 bud- 
get blueprint that 
the House passed on 
Friday. The plan for 
the budget year that 
begins Oct. 1 cuts $6.2 trillion over the 
coming decade and transforms Medi- 
care for people under 55. The govern- 
ment is projected to reach its borrow- 
ing limit no later than May 16 and risks 
going into a default. Geithner has said 
he will have few options that would 
delay a possible government default 
untilaboutJuly8.(AP) 


He said the leaders told Obama 
that they couldn’t play around with 
the government’s credit rating. 
“They recognize it, and they told the 
president that on Wednesday in the 
White House,” Geithner said. 

But Rep. Paul Ryan, the chair- 
man of the House Budget Com- 
mittee, said that while it was true 
nobody wants the country to default, 
it’s essential to address future bor- 
rowing at the same time. 

“We want cuts in spending 
accompanying a raising of the debt 
ceiling. And that is what we have

Plan to End Japan's Nuclear Crisis Arises

Full containment is 
likely 6 months out 
at least, officials say 

Tokyo 

The operator of Japan’s crippled 
nuclear plant laid out a blueprint 
Sunday for stopping radiation leaks 
and stabilizing damaged reactors 
within the next six to nine months 
as a first step toward allowing some 
of the tens of thousands of evacu- 
ees to return to the area. 

While the government said 
the timeframe was realistic, those 
forced to flee their homes, jobs and 
farms were frustrated that their 
exile is not going to end soon. And 


officials acknowledge that unfore- 
seen complications could set that 
timetable back even further. 

“Well, this year is lost,” said 
Kenji Matsueda, 49, who is living 
in an evacuation center in Fukush- 
ima. “I have no idea what I will do. 
Nine months is a long time. And it 
could be longer. I don’t think they 
really know.” 

Pressure has been building on 
the government and plant operator 
Tokyo Electric Power Co. to resolve 
Japan’s worst-ever nuclear power 
accident since the March 11 earth- 
quake and tsunami knocked out 
power and cooling systems at the 
Fukushima Dai-ichi complex. 

On orders from Prime Minister 
Naoto Kan, TEPCO drew up the 


blueprint and publicly explained 
its long-term strategy — for the 
first time since the disaster — for 
containing the crisis. 

“We sincerely apologize for 
causing troubles,” TEPCO Chair- 
man Tsunehisa Katsumata said. 
“We are doing our utmost to pre-

San'a, Yemen 

Security forces fired on anti-gov- 
ernment protesters in Yemen’s 
capital Sunday as hundreds of 
thousands of marchers — includ- 
ing many women — packed cities 
across the country to denounce the 
president and remarks he made 
against women taking part in ral- 
lies demanding his ouster. 

The massive turnout suggests 
opposition forces have tapped into 
fresh outrage against Ali Abdullah 
Saleh after his comments Friday that 
the mingling of men and women at 
protests violated Islamic law.

Gadhafi Troops Intensify Barrage 


Ajdabiya, Libya 

Moammar Gadhafi’s forces shelled 
the eastern edge of Ajdabiya on 
Sunday, bringing the fight to the 
front-line rebel town that has 
been the scene of fierce fighting 
in recent weeks. 

Booms rocked the city, sending 
cars fleeing north through a sand- 
storm to more securely held rebel 
territory.

Metro Mulls Service Cuts 


Agency to hold public 
meetings on plans for 
fewer weekend trains 


Budget Shortfall 

Metro will hold town-hall meet- 
ings and public hearings in mid- 
May on possible service cuts and 
other measures to help close a 
$72.5 million operating budget 
gap for the fiscal year that begins 
in July. 

The shortfall in Metro’s fiscal 
2012 operating budget of $1.4 bil- 
lion resulted from several factors, 
including slower-than-projected 
revenue growth of $23.8 million 
caused in part by last year’s fare 
increases as well as $16 million 
in expenses carried over from last 
year’s snowstorms. 

The proposed service cuts that 
will be on the docket for public 
hearings — scheduled for May 
16 through May 20 — would not 
be implemented until September. 
They include reductions in week- 
end rail service that would save 
Metro about $6.6 million. 

The cuts would increase the 
time between trains on Saturday 
and Sunday by five to six minutes 
during the day and up to 25 min- 
utes after 9:30 p.m. 

A last-minute bid to eliminate 
the rail portion of the service cuts 
failed after the Metro board voted 
down an amendment by two of the 
newest board members from Mary- 
land, Michael Barnes and Alvin 
Nichols, to remove them. 

“The service on weekends is 
already about as inconvenient, in

Expansion Plan 

Metro’s finance panel approved a 
$2.5 million plan to be funded by 
D.C. to increase Union Station’s 
capacity. The plan, which will 
go before the full board April 28, 
would add escalators and eleva- 
tors and expand the station’s plat- 
form, mezzanine and concourse. 


terms of headways, as we want 
to have it,” said Barnes, who was 
attending his first board meeting. 

Other board members argued 
that with jurisdictional budgets 
tight, all options needed to remain 
on the table for public discussion. 

A proposal to eliminate some 
bus routes would save an addition- 


al $1.26 million. Metro bus routes 
singled out for cutting include the 
Kl route between Takoma Park and 
Walter Reed Army Medical Center, 
the N8 between Tenley and Glover 
Park, and the E6 in Chevy Chase. 
In addition, an extension of the M4 
line along Nebraska Avenue would 
be halted. 

A third proposal would elimi- 
nate a customer discount by end- 
ing a 50-cent-per-trip subsidy by the 
District for bus riders in Anacostia, 
which dates from the extension of the 
Green Line in the early 1990s. 

After the biggest fare hike in 
Metro history last year, the board 
has ruled out fare increases as away

No Faith in Obama for a D.C. Vote 


Advocates of voting 
rights feel president 
has abandoned them 

Washington 

President Obama’s arrival in the 
White House two years ago inspired 
unabashed optimism among civic 
leaders in the District, who had 
long yearned for an ally to trum- 
pet their quest for statehood and 
voting rights in Congress. 

As the countrj^’s first black presi- 
dent, Obama’s words and biography 
suggested an innate appreciation 
for political disenfranchisement. If 
anyone could understand the plight 


of a second-class citizenry, it had to 
be a former community organizer 
on Chicago’s South Side. 

That Obama has not met those 
expectations is disappointing 
enough for those who view the Dis- 
trict’s status as nothing less than 
the deprivation of a basic civil right. 
But their frustration is magnified 
by who Obama is and what they 
wanted from an African-American 
president residing in the nation’s 
most prominent and predominant 
black city. 

“The expectations were very 
high that, since he had made human 
rights [as] an important part of his 
platform, he would speak out for 
D.C.,” said Philip Pannell, a former

member of the D.C. Democratic State 
Committee and longtime advocate 
for statehood. “It seems that Pres- 
ident Obama’s heart and his con- 
science are missing in action.”

across the city just before his inau- 
guration — remember that half- 
smoke he ate at Ben’s Chili Bowl? 
— have excoriated him for relegat- 
ing the District to the status of bar- 
gaining chip in a broader budget 
game with House leaders. 

“The greatest assault is indif- 
ference, and he has the hubris to 
take us for granted,” Mark Plot- 
kin, a WTOP political commen- 
tator, said of Obama. “He went to 
Cairo to talk about democracy. He 
won’t go to Brentwood or Dean- 
wood. He has not made one utter- 
ance about D.C. to D.C. in D.C.”

Va. Tech Honors 2007 Shooting Victims 



Blacksburg, Va. 

Virginia Tech honored the lives 
of the 32 people who were killed 
four years ago in the worst mass 
shooting in U.S. history on Sat- 
urday. 

The Blacksburg school’s annu- 
al Day of Remembrance activities 
included a community picnic, and 
a scheduled evening candlelight 
vigil and university commemora- 
tion at the Drillfield memorial. A 
memorial run was canceled due 
to weather. 

Various other events were 
scheduled throughout campus on 
Saturday, including a memorial 
exhibit and slide show. Remem- 
brances also were held at the state 
Capitol, in Richmond. 

The events honored those who 
died or were injured in the shoot- 
ings on April 16, 2007. Student 
Seung-Hui Cho fatally shot 27 stu- 
dents and five faculty members 
before killing himself. 

Gov. Bob McDonnell declared 


Saturday Virginia Tech Remem- 
brance Day, and flags were flown 
at half-staff statewide. 

A moment of silence was held 


at 9:43 a.m., followed by the ring- 
ing of the Capitol Square bell for 
each of the 32 people killed. 
McDonnell led an official state 


ceremony at the Capitol on Satur- 
day afternoon, including the ded- 
ication of bricks memorializing 
each shooting victim on the path- 
way leading to the Capitol’s visi- 
tor center called the “Pathway to 
Liberty.” 

He spoke of the tragedy and 
how it has affected so many Vir- 
ginians. 

The governor was joined by 
members of his family. Attorney 
General Ken Cuccinelli and other 
officials. 

Also present at the ceremo- 
ny was Alicia Farrell, the sister 
of Jarrett Lee Lane, a 22-year-old 
civil engineering major from Nar- 
rows, Va., who was killed in the

FAA’s Sleep Proscription 


New federal rules 
aim to stave off 
an alarming habit 
for air controllers 

Washington 

The government said Sunday it 
is giving air traffic controllers an 
extra hour off between shifts so 
they don’t doze off at work, a prob- 
lem that stretches back decades. 
But officials rejected the reme- 
dy that sleep experts say would 
make a real difference: on-the- 
job napping. 

“On my watch, controllers will 
not be paid to take naps. We’re not 
going to allow that,” Transportation 
Secretary Ray LaHood said. 

That’s exactly the opposite of 
what scientists and the Federal 
Aviation Administration’s own 
fatigue working group say is need- 
ed after five cases disclosed since 
late March of sleeping controllers. 
The latest one occurred just before 
5 a.m. Saturday at a busy region- 
al radar facility that handles high- 
altitude air traffic for much of Flor- 
ida, portions of the Atlantic Ocean 
and the Caribbean Sea. 

It has been an open secret in 
the FAA dating to at least the early 
1990s that controllers sometimes 
sleep on the job. 

Scientists say it would be sur- 
prising if controllers didn’t doze 
sometimes, because they are try- 
ing to stay awake during the time 
of day when the body naturally 
craves sleep. 

Studies show that 30 percent to 
50 percent of night-shift workers 
report falling asleep at least once a 
week while on the job, according to 
Dr. Charles Czeisler, chief of sleep 
medicine at Brigham and Wom- 
en’s Hospital in Boston. 

Several other countries, includ- 
ing Germany and Japan, permit 
controllers to take sleeping breaks.

Six of eight present and former 
controllers interviewed by The 
Associated Press acknowledged 
they briefly fell asleep while work- 
ing alone at night at least once in 
their careers.

The FAA does not allow control- 
lers to sleep at work, even during 
breaks. Controllers who are caught 
can be suspended or fired. But at 
many air traffic facilities, sleep- 
ing swaps are tolerated as long as 
they don’t affect safety, control- 
lers said. 

“It has always been a problem,” 
said former controller Rick Perl, 
who retired last year. 

In January, an FAA and Nation- 
al Air Traffic Controllers Associa- 
tion working group — relying on 
sleep research by NASA, the Air 
Force and others — recommended 
letting controllers nap for as long 
as 2 V 2 hours on midnight shifts. 
They also recommended that con- 
trollers be allowed to sleep during 
the 20- to 30-minute breaks they 
receive during day shifts. 

Instead, the FAA’s new rules 
will give controllers at least nine 
hours off between shifts, compared 
with eight now. That also was rec- 
ommended by the working group, 
but a summary of its report notes 
the extra hour will likely result in

The Danger Zone 

The problem of tired control- 
lers was highlighted by the 
National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board after a 2006 crash of 
a regional airliner in Lexington, 
Ky., that killed 49 of the 50 peo- 
ple aboard. The lone controller 
in the tower was wrapping up a 
schedule that compressed five 
eight-hour shifts into four days.

Working the 2-2-1 

Although scheduling is flexible to meet the air traffic system’s demands, one of the most popular schedules is known as the 2-2-1. Under it, a controller 
begins the workweek with two evening shifts, does a quick turnaround to a pair of day shifts and then does another quick turn before an overnight shift. Those 
quick turnarounds — usually just eight hours — have been blamed for controller fatigue. The 2-2-1 is favored by many controllers because it compacts their 
workweek and creates a weekend of at least three days. That schedule format would be altered to extend the number of hours off under the new plan, but it 
would not be fundamentally changed, according to an internal union memo sent Saturday night, (the Washington post)

Have you heard the one about the 
moon landing? 

Not that it was staged. No, this 
story involves what Neil Armstrong 
and Buzz Aldrin were doing during 
those 21 minutes of radio and video 
silence on the Apollo 11 mission. 
Namely, investigating a crashed 
alien spaceship that turned out to 
be a Transformer robot. 

“The conspiracy existed,” says 
Lorenzo di Bonaventura, producer 
of the “Transformers” movies. “It 
was just a different one than peo- 
ple thought.” 

Conspiracies are the rage these 
days at the multiplex as filmmakers 
proffer plots and plans and secre- 
cy, the likes of which haven’t been 
seen since “The X-Files.” 

“Transformers: Dark of the 
Moon,” due out June 29, uses the 
Apollo 11 lunar mission. Dimen- 
sion Films’ “Apollo 18” (due out in 
January 2012) is a horror film that 
claims to be found footage from a 
secret lunar expedition that the gov- 
ernment covered up because alien 
monsters ate the astronauts.

plots: the first involves Abraham 
Lincoln’s assassination; the sec- 
ond, the government’s efforts to 
try the assassins and anyone con- 
nected to them without regard to 
their constitutional rights. 

This fall, director Roland 
Emmerich (“Independence Day,” 
“2012”) focuses on the authorship 
of the works credited to William 
Shakespeare in “Anonymous.” 

The arrival of all these movies 
prompts some reminiscing about 
post-Watergate conspiracy thrillers 
such as “Three Days of the Condor” 
and “The Parallax View.” 

“When the world gets compli- 
cated and people start feeling at 
a loss, these types of conspiracy 
stories start showing up in pop 
culture,” says USC professor Leo 
Braudy, who has written several 
books on film. 

“Pop culture is designed to 
upset you and give you solace,” 
Braudy continues. “The possible 
existence of a conspiracy would 
be upsetting. But it’s solacing, too, 
because at least somebody knows

Sayonara, Soaps 



The daytime drama 
is in Limbo after two 
mainstays are axed 

Television 

ABC canceled two of its three soap 
operas on Thursday, consigning 
“One Life to Live” and “All My 
Children” — and Susan Lucci, 
daytime’s most famous actress — 
to television history. 

The move leaves “General Hos- 
pital” as ABC’s sole daytime drama, 
one of only four that will remain 
on ABC, CBS and NBC’s daytime 
schedule. 

Soap operas have been fading 
as a TV force, with many of the 
women who made up the target 
audience now in the work force. In 
place of the two canceled dramas, 
ABC will air shows about food and 
lifestyle transformations. 

Brian Frons, head of ABC’s day- 
time department, said the shows 
were doing well creatively, but 
falling ratings indicated a bleak 
future. “If you have a show in severe 
decline, you’re trying to catch a fall- 
ing knife,” Frons said. 

Daytime dramas have suffered 
recently as cable networks such as 
TLC, Bravo and Oxygen aggressive- 
ly seek viewers in those hours, he 
said. Soaps are popular with baby

boomers, but younger viewers are 
more interested in other program- 
ming, he said. 

“One Life to Live” debuted on 
July 15, 1968; “All My Children” on 
Jan. 5, 1970. They were both known 
for incorporating social issues into 
their stories. Lucci’s Erica Kane 
was the first regular TV charac- 
ter to undergo a legal abortion, in 


1973, said Carolyn Hinsey, author 
of “Afternoon Delight: Why Soaps 
Still Matter,” out next month. 

“All My Children” will go off 
the air in September, replaced by 
“The Chew,” a live one-hour show 
about food and nutrition, featur- 
ing two cast members from “Iron 
Chef America” and nutrition expert 
Daphne Oz, Dr. Mehmet Oz’s 
daughter. Frons described it as a 
cross between “The View” and a 
cooking show. 

“One Life to Live” lasts until 
January 2012. Its replacement is 
“The Revolution,” a health and 
lifestyle show starring Tim Gunn. 
Each week the show will focus on 
the weight-loss transformation of
